Man Is Horace Hughes;

Police seeking1 tho identity of three little girls found mys­ 
teriously dead in a lonely wood on Saturday studied a cross- 
continent angle today on the strength of the story of Larry 
Carney, a Philadelphia man, who says he once lived in San 
Francisco. 
Today Carney identified a photograph of a man found dead 
at Duncansville as that of Horace Hughes, about 37, of San 
Francisco, a former Salvation Army officer, who had three 
children whose ages he said correspond with those of the 
mystery girls. 
“That’s him! 
That’s Horace Hughes,” exclaimed Carney 
when he saw the picture. 
A woman was found dead along side the man the same day 
the children were discovered near Pine Grove Furnace, and 
police have studied the theory that there is a link between 
the two. 
Met Last Monday 
Carney said he met Hughes, 
whom he knew six years ago, 
on a Philadelphia street, on 
Monday, of last week. Hughes 
told him, said Carney, that ho 
had hitch-hiked to Philadel­ 
phia, from the Pacific coast 
with 
his 
“intended 
wife,” 
about 21, and his three daugh­ 
ters by a former marriage. 
The children, he said, were 
Geraldine, about 15; Dorothy, 
about 12. and a third, about 8, 
whose name Carney does not 
know. 
The San Francisco trail was 
the clue most intensely fol­ 
lowed by the police who have 
been baffled for three days by 
the collapse of many “hot” 
clues. 
A truck with California li­ 
cense plates, reported to have 
stood in a Carlisle garage, for 
a week, proved of no value as 
a clue, after a studied investi­ 
gation.

Another theory that a mark 
on the forehead of one of the 
children was a “brand” made 
by some cult was questioned 
by Lieut.

FOR SPEAKER 


Records 
Show 
That 
Past 
Speakers of State Repre­ 
sentatives Have Hard 
Road. 


Harrisburg < AP).—A lively rivalry 
for the speakersiiip of the state 
house of representatives is in pros­ 
pect for the democratic assembly­ 
men when they gather In January 
for the 1935 session. 
A prominent contender will be 
the Berks county schoolmaster, Wil­ 
son G. Sarig, veteran of eight terms 
in the legislature. Several times he 
was 
the 
minority 
candidate 
for 
speaker. 
In other sessions he has 
been minority floor leader, leading a 
small opposition from the north­ 
east corner of the house. 
Other democrats who have the 
two sessions’ or more experience 
which traditionally make them eli­ 
gible for the post include Joseph 
A. Simon, of Clinton county; Harry 
P. O'Neill and William J. Munley, 
both of Lackawanna, and William 
Sinwell, of Northampton. 
The path away from the speaker­ 
ship, records show, rarely is strewn 
with roses. 
No speaker became governor with­ 
in the past century although sev­ 
eral, among them George E. Alter, 
of Pittsburgh, were candidates. 
Robert S. Spangler, of York, was 
relieved of the speakership in the 
Aery end of the 1921 session. 
Samuel A. Whitaker, of Chester, 
chosen to succeed Spangler, died in 
his hotel room the first week of the 
new legislature. 
Aaron 
B. 
Hess, 
of 
Lancaster, 
speaker in the 1929 session, failed of 
re-election In his home city two 
years later. 
Grover C. Talbot, of Delaware 
county, who held the gavel last 
year, failed in his ambition to be­ 
come lieutenant governor this year. 
Two speakers who left the legis­ 
lative halls and attained positions 
of importance elsewhere are Public 
Service Commissioner C. Jay Good- 
nough, of Cameron county, and Mu­ 
nicipal Court Judge Thomas Bluett, 
of Philadelphia.

“Let the crook be the one carried 
away in the box, not the cop.” 
Valentine, who was once demoted 
from inspector to captain because 1 
his 
raids 
on 
gambling 
games 
aroused the ire of politicians, said 
later he wanted to impress upon his 
men that they need have no fear of 
political reprisals. 
Know Lengths To Go 
“In making this statement,” he 
said, “I appreciate that the men at 
my 
command 
have 
Intelligence 
enough to know how far they can 
go. 
“I won’t stand for police brutality 
in any sense of the word. But tile 
first law of nature is self-preserva­ 
tion. 
I expect my men to defend 
themselves.” 
Prom his aides it became known 
that there is a legend In the under­ 
world to the effect that policemen 
are required to count ten before 
shooting. 
_ 
“This legend,” they said, “prob­ 
ably accounts for most of the so­ 
called ‘bravery’ among gunmen.” 
Aroused At Pollee Line-Up 
Valentine was patently aroused at 
the line-up when there came before 
his view a velvet-collared, sleek- 


haired man accused of complicity in 
a murder. 
“Look at him, the best dressed 
man in this room,” said the com­ 
missioner. 
The suspect, who had a record of 
18 arrests but no convictions, look­ 
ed as if “he had just stepped out 
of a bandbox,” he added. 
“He doesn’t work and he doesn't 
know what work is. When you get 
up against men like him don’t hesi­ 
tate. 
I don’t want these men com­ 
ing in here looking as if they had 
just left a barber chair. 
Support Is Promised 
“I want you to understand you’ll 
be supported no matter what you 
do, provided you are justified. 
"Take this mesasge back to your 
associates: This town is no place 
for racketeers, thugs and criminals. 
In the last ten days three honest 
merchants 
have 
been 
killed 
by 
quick-trigger men. 
"I shall protect you. The district 
attorneys will protect you. 
Bring 
these known criminals in mussed 
up.” 
Protection For Innocent 
Valentine, who became head of 
the force last September, made it 
plain that police were to guard 
carefully against harming innocent 
persons. His lecture was concerned 
solely 
with 
known 
gunmen 
and 
mayhem artists, he said.
